While Freedom Disappears 


America is becoming a land of 
art-time patriots. From a golfing 
resident to citizens who do not 
even care to go to the polls, none 
seems interested in giving more 
than the least possible of himself, 
though most now agree that this 
is a most critical time for our na- 
tion, our freedoms and perhaps 
even our very existence. 


buck-passing. Most lobbying is done in these 
committees. 

When the State Chamber of Commerce 
cites the advantages of “checks and balances,” 
it is referring not to a legitimate and desir- 
able division of powers, but to this system 
of unequal representation, closed-door opera- 
tions and indefinite responsibility. 

A unicameral system, as-adopted by Ne- 
braska in 1934, is not a cure-all but it does 
improve the efficiency and, more important, 
the quality of representative government. A 
Missouri League of Women Voters pamphlet, 
“One House or Two?,” lists the potential 
advantages. 

The League suggests a house of 68 mem- 
bers, two from each of 34 districts nearly 
equal in population. That would improve 
representation. A single chamber naturally 
has to limit the number of committees, and 
does away with the conference committee. 
The public has a better chance to learn who 
is responsible for what, and lobbying is 
brought more into the open. 

If, in return for these advantages, the pub- 
lic is willing to improve the present low sala- 
ries of legislators, the caliber of the men who 
seek office should likewise improve. 


In its early opposition to unicameral, the 
State Chamber of Commerce displays a long 
memory. In 1944, 47% per cent of Missouri's 
voters cast ballots for a unicameral plan that 
had little newspaper support because a whole 
new State Constitution was then under con- 
sideration. If unicameral could win such ac- 
ceptance under those hostile conditions, how 
would it fare as a serious effort at state re- 
form? No doubt the time will come when 
lobbies and legislators will hear the voters’ 
answer to that question. 


Ireland’s Atomic Curtain 


The resolution which Ireland is drafting to 
limit the number of atomic powers by inter- 
national agreement could prove a useful in- 
strument. Its effect would no doubt be chief- 
ly in the field of moral suasion: a member 
nation could hardly be prevented by force 
from manufacturing or acquiring atomic 
weapons if it-were determined to do se. Still, 
with even these sharp limitations the Irish 
resolution might be able to accomplish a good 
deal. 

An atomic establishment is costly. If its 
acquisition for military purposes spreads out 
beyond the United States, the United King- 
dom, the Soviet Union and France—the four 
nations envisioned in the Irish resolution— 
many small countries are going to be heavily 


will result in higher taxes. 

Proposition No. 7 is another that will re- 
quire a larger municipal payroll if adopted.

The amendment provides for some realign- 
ment of the Fire Chief's position in the struc- 
ture of city government, but this is window 
dressing to disguise its real purpose. That 
is to cut the work week of firemen from an 
average of 67.2 hours now to about 56 within 
the next three years. In the third year, fire- 
men actually would work only one 24-hour 
shift every three days for a total of 10 such 
shifts a month. 


Mayor Tucker, who opposes the amend- 
ment, estimates these provisions would cost 
taxpayers $386,000 during the first year after 
it became effective; $696,000 in the second, 
and about $1,160,000 in each succeeding year. 
If those sums had to be raised by a property 
levy, taxpayers would have to pay an extra 
2 cents on the $100 the first year, 5 cents the 
second and about 8 cents in the third and all 
future years. 


The amendment also would require that 
whenever 15 or more vacancies existed in the 
Fire Department the Fire Chief would have 
to fill them, regardless of whether or not 
the city had the money. If the city were as 
strapped as it has been in recent years, the 
budgetary probiem thus posed probably could 
be solved only if the Aldermen levied some 
kind of a nuisance tax. 


Cost aside, the basic objection to this pro- 
posal is that it is ummecessary. The Mayor 
and the Aldermen on their own can reduce 
the Fire Department’s work week whenever 
they see fit—and can find the necessary cash 
to finance the reduction. If the Aldermen 
are not inclined to raise sufficient revenue 
to meet present minimum needs, as they have 
demonstrated they are not, then it is unwise 
to force through a proposal that would in- 
crease those needs still more. 


There is a wry irony in the background of 
Propositions 7 and 8. They were rammed 
through the Aldermen for submission to the 
people by a shortsighted AFL-CIO leadership.
